Under the terms of the resolution 
the president of the senate is to ap- 
point three practical farmers of the 
senate and the speaker of the house is 
to appoint five practical farmers from 
that body who are to compose a joint 
committee with full power to find out 
just what the state department of 
agriculture is doing and to inform the 
people as to every detail of its man- 
agement. * 

Representative Ault Talks.

New York, June 30.—(Special.)—#u- 
preme Court Justice Pendleton reserv- 
ed decision today in Mrs. Edith Russell 
Gambier's suit for separation from Ed- 
ward Victor Gambier, cashier of the 
Merchants’ Exchange National Bank 
and sent Mr. Gambier's suit for annul- 
ment back to the calendar because Au- 
gustus Van Wyck, counsel for Mrs. 
Gambier, insisted that the annulment 
case be heard by a jury. 

The court said that since today was 
the last day of the term he could not 
hear the annulment suit before a jury 
if he had power to do so, since all the 
testimony that had been offered will 
have to be put in again. 

The court said anyhow that the or- 
derly procedure would be for counsel 
to make his application for a jury to 
the justice sitting in the special term 
of the supreme court, since the cases 
went to Justice Pendleton for trial by 
assignment. 

Mr. Van Wyck said that-as soon as 
he could prepare his papers he would 
make his motion for an order framing 
the issues in the annulment case to be 
submitted to a jury in October. 

Scores Of Anonymous Communications. 

A decision is expected from Justice 
Pendleton shortly in the separation 
suit and if it is favorable to the de- 
fendant, Mrs. Gambier's temporary ali- 
mony of $250 a month will stop. Her 
counsel will then have to apply for all!- 
mony pending the annulment suit. 

Counsel for both parties have re- 
ceived many anonymous letters in the 
course of the trial. Mr. Van Wyck 
took one of the letters to court with 
him today and suggested that it be 
read to Justice Pendleton. Martin Lit- 
tleton objected and said that if such 
letters were made public in that man- 
ner or any other he would produce 
the letters Mr. Gambier had re- 
ceived, Counsel then agreed that none 
of the letters be read.

Obtsruction on Track Comes 
Perilously Near Throwing 
Train Over 300-Foot Embank- 
ment- When Passenger In- 
terfered With Robbers He 


Was Tossed Into Ravine. 
Erie, Pa., June 30.—A fast mail and 
passenger train on the Philadelphia 


and Erie railroad was held up tonight 
5 miles from this city by a band of a 
dozen maskeqg men. 

The mail and express cars 
rifled and three of the crew, C. H. 
Block, of Erie, mail clerk, and H. D. 
Rooney, of Erie, conductor, were in- 
jured. C. D. Bemis was shot in the 
arm. Biock was shot in the right side 
and was taken tv a hospital in a dying 
condition. Rooney received serious in- 
juries when he was hit by a stone 
thrown by one of the robhers.. 

The train was due in this city at 
10:10 o’clock tonight. A few minutes 
before 10 o’clock, when the train was 
making a large curve, the “enginéer 
saw an obstruction ahead, He stopped 
the train with all possible speed. but 
not before it crashed into ties and 
telegraph poles that, had been placed 
across the track. 

Crack of Revolvers Told Story. 

When the-train hit the obstruction 
it was first believed by the passengers 
that there had been a collision with 
another train. The next moment, 
however, the crack of revolvers ac- 
quainted them with the real cause of 
the train's stopping. 

An unknown passenger, who, braver 
than the rest, caught hold of one of 
the robbers, was picked up bodily and 
thrown over a 300- foot embankment. 
His condition is serious: The man's 
head, fate and body were badly cut, 
and his clothing torn from his back. 
He was taken to a hospital in an un- 
conscious condition,

Such Is the Conclusion of Com- 
missioner Herbert Knox Smith 
in His Long Expected Report 
on Steel Industry --- Methods 
of Combirie Related.

Washington, June 30.— The long ex- 
pected and much discussed report from 
the bureau of corporations on the Uni- 
ted States Steel Carporation, recently 
submitted to President Taft, was made 
public here tonight. . 

Signed by Herbert Rnox Smith, com- 
missioner of corporations, the report 
makes no recommendations and is al- 
most wholly narrative in form. Mr. 
Smith declares that restriction of com- 
petition was a-prime object of the or- 
ganizers of the steel corporation, or 
so-called “trust.” : ; 

Capitalized at $1,402,000,000, the cor- 
poration, he asserts, had tangible prop- 
erty worth only $682,000,000. By a con- 
stant reinvestment of earnings, how- 
ever, the report points out, much of the 
water“ in the company has been elim- 
inated. 0 : 

The steel corporation now owns 75 
per cent of the lake ores, having re- 
cently concentrated its efforts to se- 
curing these properties. On this point 


the report says: 
“Indeed, in so far as the steel cor- 
poration’s position in the entire iron 
and steel industry is of monopolistic 
character, it is ehiefly through its 
control of ore holdings and ‘of ore.” 
Discussing in detail how “the im- 
pending struggle of the giants” was 
averted almost overnight by the for- 
mation of the great combination of 
combinations, taking in 250 subsidiary 
companies, controlling 60 per cent of 
the total crude and finished steel pro- 
duction of the country, the report says: 
Era of Great Combinations. 


“Until 1898 the bulk of the business 
was distributed amocrcg a very consid- 
erable number of concerns, There was 
sharp competition modified by frequent 
pools of greater or less duration and 
effectiveness.”’ 

“Then came an era of great combina- 
tions,” the report continues, “with 
capitalizatéons ranging from $30,000,000 
to $100,000,000, mergers of many small- 
er companies which instead of elimin- 
ating competition threatened to bring 
price cutting on a larger scale than 
ever before. In 1899-190 there were 
three great companies—the Carnegie 
company, Federal Steel and National 
Steel—d inating the production of 
crude and semi-finished products, and 
six concerns—the American Steel ard 
Wire, American Tin Plate, American 
Steel Hoép, American Sheet Steel, Na- 
tional Tube and American Bridge— 
controlling the lighter finished prod- 
ucts. 

“This was the period when the 
struggle of the giants’ was impending 
and when the formation of the United 
States Steel Corporation was conceiv- 
ed and brought about. All nine of the 
companies named were combined and 
later the Union Steel Company, the 
Clairton Steel Company and, in 1907, 
the Tennesse Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company, were taken over. The pro- 
moting syndicate putting the deal 
through netted $62,500,000 in cash.“ 


Steel Trust Profits. 

During the ten years of its operation, 
the report says, the steel trust has 
paid everage annual profits of 12 per 
cent on the money invested. In this 
connection attention is called to the 
fact that a considerable part of the 
investmeut is in undeveloped or un- 
worked properties, showing that divi- 
dends from preying properties must be 
much larger than the average would 
indicate.

“This involves, however, the reduc-

To allow a single company 
which has secured the bulk of a given 
industry, credit for such merger value 
as a basis on which to earn profits 
raises, therefore, a question of far- 
reaching public policy. To regard a 
valuation so arrived at as justifying 
such profits under these conditions 
would be reasoning in a circle, be- 
cause the real question is whether the 
profits themselves, used to determine 
the capitalization, were reasonable.” 

Since the corporation has been di- 


|recting its efforts particularly toward 
| acquiring and extending complete con- 


trol over ore properties, its percentage 
of production has decreased. As 
against 60 per cent of all crude and 
finished production in 1901, says the 
report, the corporagion mow has not 
much over 50 per cent, “indicating 
conclusively the continuous presence 
of strong and increasing independent 
production.” 

However, the commissioner finds 
that competftion, so far as prices are

Buffalo, N. Y., June 30.—Seven men 
were crushed to death and seven 
others seriously injured today in the 
collapse of the roof and other portions 
of the Buffalo water department’s new 
pumping station on the foot of Porter 
avenue on the lake front. The dead 
are buried beneath hundreds of tons 
of steel, brick and mortar. 

Most of the injured were at work 
on the roof, which was 300 feet long 
and 100 feet wide.

For First Time Income From 
Internal Revenue and Cus- 
toms Is Nearly Equal---Report 
for 1911 Shows First Cash 
Surplus Since 1907. 


Washington, June 30—When the 
government's fiscal year of 1911 closed 
today the federal treasury held a casi 
surplus of at least $33,000,000 and 
showed an excess of all receipts over all 
disbursements for the first timé since 
1907. 

While the revised returns, showing 
the government's exact financial con- 
dition will not be available for several 
days, from such figures as are at hand 
and such estimates as tredsury offi- 
clals consider reliable, it is apparent 
that the government during the last 
twelve months received from all} 
sources not less than  §$689,000,000, 
about $10,000,000 more than was ex- 
pected, and spent $656,000,000, about 
$6,000,000 less than was planned. 

For the first time income from in- 
ternal revenue and customs was nearly 
equal. While customs receipts for the 
year fell $20.000,000 and will stand at 
about $312,000,000, the internal revenue 
promises to total $315,000,000, the 
greatest sum ever collected from that 
source, which will surpas sthe record- 
breaking figures of 1866. 

Four causes have contributed to the 
great increase in the internal revenue. 
The corporation tax is responsible for 
$28,000,000; whisky and other spirits, 
$155,000,000; tobacco, $62,000,000, and 
beer, $61,000,000. ’ 

It was estimated tnat when collec- 
tors of internal revenue throughout 
the country closed their offices taday 
the government would have at least 
$20,000,000 of the corporation tax 
money in hand. The other $8,000,000 is 
not expected until July 10, the last 
day without a penalty. 

The federal treasury enters the 
fiséal year 1912 with more than $1,800,- 
000,000 in cash stacked away in the 
steel-ribbed vaults, the largest sum 
éver held there.

Woman's Department of The Consti- 
tution emphasized what is a growing economic as well as a philan- 
thropic need in Atlanta: Help for the girl, untrained and often de- 
prived of early educational opportunities, who is making a gallant 
fight to lead a life of respectability and of gradually increasing ef- 
ficiency. N 
The Young Women's Christian Association offers an ideal 
agency for the discharge of functions 80 needful to the community. 
But, in contradistinction to the Young Men's Christian Association, 
Atlantans have not rallied to the work in sufficient strength to place 
it upon the sort af basis its importance merits. 

For instance, while there are ample opportunities of employ- 
ment in Atlanta for girls even partially trained, lack of funds pre- 
vents the V. W. C. A. from providing facilities for training upon 
terms accessible to the girl of very moderate means. That handicap 
does not obtain with the Young Men’s Christian Association. It has 
many branches and departments, and its practical work in. these 
directions is aided by the activities of other institutions, both strictly 
philanthropic and denominational. _ 

But, as in every city of metropolitan classification, there is a 
large and growing element of girls who cannot afford to take ad- 
vantage of ordinary opportunities for self-improvement, and whose 
time is often mainly occupied in bread-winning for themselves or 
dependent ones. : 

The Y. W. C. A. was theoretically established to meet this con- 
dition. Lack of working capital militates against its reaching its 
highest usefulness. The noble women who have started and now 
maintain it are devoting themselves assiduously to the cause. But 
they need help! They need help particularly from that younger 
class of Atlanta matrons whose sympathies go out to the struggling 
girl, and who themselves can. spare a little influence and time from 
the home circle to be of service. \

HARVARD us 
PROVE SWIFTER 


Crimson Takes Varsity Eight 
and Four Races, 


Yale Bulldogs Cop the Fresh- 
men Eight Race Harvard’s 
Two. Victories Were Most 


lowed the Crews. | 


New London, Conn., June 30.—Har- 
‘vard’s effort to sweep the Thames to- 
day, for the third consecutive year, 
was not quite accomplished, for, al- 
though the Crimson won the great 
varsity event in runaway style by 
nineteen lengths and the substitute 
varsity fours by five lengths, the 
Yale freshmen captured the initial 
event. Harvard’s giant varsity eight 
shook off the lighter Yale crew at the 
start and was never even challenged 
throughout the four miles. It was 
the fourth consecutive victory of the 
big crew for Harvard, a record that 
has not come to Cambridge for nearly 
half a century. 

The varsity race was rowed down- 
stream with a favorable tide, but with 
A aead breeze that made progress 
somewhat slow. 

The morning races were rowed up- 
stream, also with the tide, but against 
a moderate wind, and these times 
were slow as well. 

Official Time. 

The official times for the three 
races were: ‘ 

Varsity race—Harvard, 22 minutes, 
44 seconds; Yale, 23 minutes, 40% sec- 
onds. 

Freshmen— Tale, 11 minutes, 53 sec- 
onds; Harvard, 11 minutes, 59% sec- 
onds. 

Varsity fours—Harvard, 13 minutes, 
37% seconds; Yale, 13 minutes, 52 sec- 
onds. 

The varsity race was witnessed by 
more than 25,000 people on shore, on 
observation trains and on the river in 
A  gaily-decorated floating grand- 
stand. Overhead hovered an aero- 
plane, while beneath stole a submarine 
which escaped the vigilance of the 
marine policemen. 

Referee Meikleham walted half an 
hour after the scheduled time for the 
wind to subside, and then sent the 
‘varsity elghts away from the moored 
punts opposite Red Top at 5:30. Har- 
vard caught the water first and the 
initial stroke showed the power of 
its crew. A yard was gained there 
and this lead was fncreased to more 
than a length before the half mile 
was reached. Yale rowed in perfect 
form and rhythm, but power was 
lacking. Every Harvard stroke meant 
a gain and this continued down to 
the, very finish. 

The crews met rough water between 
the mile and two-mile flags, and both 
dropped the stroke to an even 30. 


Hafvard Runs Away. 


After leaving the navy yard, boy- 
ever, the Yale stroke was hit up to 33 
and even 35 for a few minutes, but 
there was no perceptible gain and 
Harvard then was far ahead. 

Shouts were few and far between, 
owing to the runaway nature of the 
race, until the Harvard crew was al- 
most at the line. Then cannon boom- 
ed, whistles screeched, the crowds 
cheered and the Harvard oarsmen 
paddled over the line as if they had 
been canoeing, while Coxswain Abeles

Washington, June 30.—For five hours 
today Edward Hines, the wealthy Chi- 
cago lumberman with large interests 
in the south, whose name has been 
connected with an alleged Lorimer 
election fund, underwent cross-exam- 
ination before the senate’s Lorimer 
committee as to his part in the elec- 
tion. When the committee adjourned 
until tomorrow the witness was told 
that his ordeal was ended. The com- 
mittee will probably take a recess to- 
morrow for several days. 

Both Senator Lorimer's friends and 
opponents expressed satisfaction with 
the result of the cross-examination. 
Attorney John H. Marble, who con- 
ducted it for the committee, during the 
day announced that he would follow 
out.all leads which had been suggested 
to him, “always with a view of getting 
at the truth and not to persecute any- 
one.” . 2 

Hines Contradicted Mettler. 

To the list of those whose testi- 
mony Mr. Hines contradicted yester- 
day, he today added the name of Her- 
man H. Hettler, head of a big compet- 
ing lumber company bearing his name, 
who testified at Springfield. C. H. 
Wiehe, Mr. Hines’ brother-in-law, and 
secretary of the Edward Hines Lumber 
Company, was stated to have misun- 
derstood a conversation when a dis- 
crepancy between the witness’ testi- 
mony and Mr. Wiehe’s at the recent 
helm investigation at Springfield was 
dwelt upon. 

Time and again up to the hour of 
adjournment, the witness was asked if 
he might not have been mistaken 
about Senator Aldrich having told him 
that President Taft would do anything 
possible to assist Mr. Lorimer’s elec- 
tion 

“Were Senator Aldrich’s words 80 
plain that you could not be mistaken?” 
insisted Mr. Marble. 

No Denial From White House. 

“It was impossible for me to have 
been mistaken, because I put the sub- 
stance of what he said in a telegram, 
which I have,” replied the witness. 
He said he had never seen a denial of 
his testimony from the white house 
after his testimony at Springfield. 

The conflict in testimony between 
Mr. Wiehe at Springfield and the wit- 
ness came out in connection with Mr. 
Hines’ sending Mr. Wiehe to a hotel 
in Chicago to get W. H. Cook to stop 
talking about the famous telephone 
conversation Mr. Hines held from Mr. 
Cook’s room in which Mr. Cook said 
Mr. Hines spoke about taking money to 
Springfield to assist Mr. Lorimer in 
his fight for the senatorship. Mr. 
Hines already said he wanted the talk 
stopped, because it would be embarrass- 
ing to have the state’s attorney get 
hold of the conversation. Mr. Wiehe 
testified that he was to see both Cook 
and his associate, Mr. O’Brien, while 
Mr. Hines said today he was merely to 
see Mr. Cook. 

Hines’ Washington Rooms. 

Hotel bills for rooms in Washing- 
ton during last February were intro- 
duced by Mr. Hines to show, if pos- 
‘sible, that he was not in Chicago in 
that month, which was about the time 
he is alleged, in the testimony of 
Clarence S8. Funk, general manager of 
the International Harvester Company,

Washington, June 30. —rne Canadian 
reciprocity situation cleared to a marx: 
ed degree today, and a canvass of the 
situation in the senate was in every 
way assuring to the friends of the 
measure. With not more than a dozen 
set speeches in prospect and with eight- 
hour sessions of the senate on the pro- 
gram to hasten action, many of the 


end of July, and Senator Smoot holds 
to his original prediction of an adjourh- 
ment of congress by that time. 

When the senate adjourned today, 
after ‘three hours of anti-reciprocity 
speechmaking by Senators Gamble and 
Cummins, there was an understanding 
that there would be no further effort 
at legislation until after July 4, and 
that when business is resumed there 
will be no cessation until final adjourn- 
ment, however long that may be post- 
poned. There will be a brief session 
of both houses tomorrow, but only to 
meet the constitutional inhibition 
against either body adjourning for 
more than three days at a time without 
the other’s consent. The recess will 
continue until July 5. 

La Follette Yet to Speak. 

The most formidable speech still to 
be made is that of Senator La Follette. 
He will present his long-promised 
tamil. amendments to the reciprocity 
bill, and will talk for three or four 
days, discussing the tariff even more 
than reciprocity. These amendments 
will be in the nature of a substitute 
for all other tariff suggestions. The 
Wisconsin senator is now in seclusion, 
and with the assistance of a number of 
experts, is preparing elaborate data in 
support of his measure. The only 
speeches promised in support of the 
bill will be made by Senators Stone, of 
Missouri, and Burton, of Ohio. In addi- 
tion to Senator La Follette, Senators 
Clapp, Bristow, Gronna, Nelson, Bailey, 
Simons and others will be heard, but 
none except La Follette, and possibly 
Bristow, will talk at great length. 

With reciprocity disposed of, it is not 
believed the session will be greatly pro- 
The stand-pat republicans are 
disposed to concede a vote on the wool 
and free list bills, and the house is not 
solid in its desire to stay “until snow 
flies“ to get more general revision. 

Democrats Willing to Adjournment. 

The democratic senators have said 
from the beginning that they would be 
satisfied with a roll call on the two 
tariff bills, and there are indications 
that they will let these go to vote with- 
out much debate in view of the threat- 
ening presidential veto of both bills and 
of the fact that in any event the real 
Senator 
Cummins, who has had the floor ring 
parts of.the last three days, announced 
he would conclude his attack on the 
bill next Wednesday. sas. 

Mr. Cummins said he wanted the sen- 
ate and the country to understand that 
the insurgent republicans were not try- 
ing to delay the progress of the reci- 
procity bill. 

Senator Gamble, of South Dakota, fol- 
lowed Senator Cummins in a speech 
against the measure. Chairman Pen- 
rose, of the finance committee, announc- 
ed that next week the senate would ob- 
serve longer hours than in the past. 

Urging other tariff legislation and 
the Arizona-New Mexico statehood bill, 
Senator Bristow, of Kansas, insurgent, 
said he did “not want the impression 
created that the senate has nothing to 
act upon but the reciprocity bill.”

TO WEST FLO 


Scouts Selec Route 0 Enthu- 
siastic Meeting in Moultrie 


South Alabama, Which Didn’t 
Get the Highway, -Will Prob- 
ably Make Connection With 
It---Route Opens Up a Prom- 
ising Section. 


Moultrie, Ga., June 30.—(Special.)— 
This city is today in the hands of good 
roads enthusiasts from the states of 
Florida and Alabama and they are be- 
ing entertained in a royal style by the 
chamber of commerce and W. E. Ay- 
cock. The scouts who blazed two 
routes between this city and Pensacola 
met this morning for the purpose of 
determining whether the highway shall 
be built through west Florida or fol- 
dow the south Alabama route, and ad- 
vocates of the two sections thronged 
the city, loudly proclaiming the super- 
iority of their respective roads and 
country. 

Both sides were armed with pledges 
and guarantees to complete any links 
now broken and in addition te offi- 
cial assurance ‘individuals came for- 
ward and personally guaranteed the 
completion of the roads through their 
respective counties. 

The scouts who made the trips over 
the two routes are W. E. Aycock, 
chairman, and S. D. Tittle, of the Moul- 
trie Chamber of Commerce; H. B. Lay- 
ton, of the Tifton Board of Trade, and 
N. J. Lilliard, representing the com- 
mercial association of Pensacola. 

Florida Route Selected, 

After considering the various proposi- 
tions and guarantees, the committee 
finally decided upon the west Florida 
route, This highway commences with 
a junction of the national highway at 
Tifton, south of Moultrie, west to Ca- 
milla, southwest to Bainbridge, south- 
west to Ohipley and thence west to 
Pensacola, passing through Marianna, 
DeFuniak Springs, Bonifay, West View, 
and Milton. Those backing this route 
were Angus Miller, J. De Campbell, D. 
D. Davis, A. D. Camoben, 
S. A. Alford and J. J. Aycok, from 
Chipley; County Commissioner J. T. 
Hightower and Road Superintendent 
Bob Hightower, of Vernon, Fla.; Dr.

Cawthon, of DeFuniak Springs; Hon.
